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Lloyd Jacobson was mainly a trucker and lived in Daniels. He and £⁄#øgyý man who I 
believe was his brother in law hauled coal by truck from Carbon County for years. 

The other man's name was Lee e ??? I believe he later moved to Provo and 

may still be alive. Lloyd and Lee were hard workers and moved a lot of coal into the 
valley. After most of the others left the coal business Lloyd seemed to keep in the 
business and stocked some at his home in Daniles and may do so as of this day. I have 
not had much contact with him but he would know more about the coal business in the 
county than anyone and is aquainted with all the mines in Carbon County and Utah. 


There was nother company run by Olie Hansen during the 1930's and 40's. He run a 
business across (East) from the Depot where the Heber Cabinet is now located( I believe 
they have changed the name lately). He shipped ceal by truck and rail into Heber 
mainly from the Standard Coal Co. in Carbon County. He also, was one of the first if 
not the first to bging Gilsonite out of the Uintah Basin to Heber for shipment out of 
state by rail. He did this as the major part of his business for several years and 
when he moved from Heber he went to the Midvale area of Salt Lake Valley and had a 

oil distribution business. He built the home on main street as I recollect where 

the late Don Healy and his family live. It was later owned by Strom McDonald (father of 
Buy McDonaly). Hansen could still be alive and living in Salt take and may still 
have it business in operation although he would be getting up in age.
